Operation Takes Twa Hour*. 


The operation was performed by Pr. 


K. WlnOeld Ney, assisted by Dr. £mll 
AltmaB. attending neurologist of the 
Beth Israel hospital, and Dr. Bernard 
Davldoff. the house curceon. It lasted 
two hours. 


The life of the patient bad been de- 


spaired of. Ills grave bid been pur- 
chased, and hi* family reconciled to 
the fact that he could not live. He Is 
married and has four children. With 
nope of bis recovery tinder the utual 
treatment entirely given up. the pby- 
akians at the Beth Israel called in 
Doctor Ney and consulted as to an op- 
eration. It was agreed that the gen- 
eral condition of tb* patient was such 
that, h* could not survive a loot period 
under ether, but that an operation un- 
der a local anesthetic night possi- 
bly be successful. 


They pnt U to the patient himself. 


Would h* consent to tb* local anes- 
thetic? Would be submit willingly to 
the operation while fully conscious? 
Brown said he would take th* chance. 


So they placed him on the operating 


table, and did nut even Strap him 
down, in order that be would retain 
th* consciousness that h* was doing 
It all of bis own accord. 


"It was not anto-suggestlon." said 


Louis J. Frank, superintendent of the 
hospital, explaining It, "but we knew 
that the chances of success were much

Lima. Peru.—The fact that ancient 


Inca clvllltatlon In Peru poswwwl an 
efflclent calculating machine has been 
established by a recent discovery of 
Francisco Loajrsa of Lima. The In- 
strument consist* of a knotted cord ur 
"qnlpu," unearthed In a prehistoric 
tomb near Cajaraarca. 


AVhlle It has been well known that 


the Inns made use of "qulpus" in 
common with mcny oilier aborlglnnl 
peoples In the new world, Losys* l« 
the first historian who hn« been Able 
to interpret and describe fully the use 
to which this device was pnt. 
His 


studies show that the Incas bad • well- 
developed system of arithmetic, bated 
on the decimal system, and that they 
employed the "qolpn" for purposes of 
rapid calculation In subtraction, mnl* 
tipllcatJon and dlTioion. 


The "master quipu" dlscon-red by 


Loeyta consists of a cord about 1C 
yards lone, containing 100 knots. The** 
knots are divided into 10 unequal sec- 
tions by as many sUrer beads, repre- 
senting the odd numbers from 1 to 1SX 
Th* M^fofi* ffr* nf rilfTfkrmtt fv*fn** in. 
ctannc brown, yellow, bin* and green. 


The colors are Important factor* I* 


the calculating process. The silver 
beads placed between the troops rep- 
resent the even numbers from 2 to 20. 
By cawntug accordlnf to th* ralea dis- 
covered .by LOITM, all arithmetical 
•p*ratl«D« can be carried out In a 
rapid and mechanical manner. Calcn- 
latkwa inT-rtving ten*. Hundreds and 
thousand* are possible by this derlce.
